In Fall 2000 , many Dillard students prepared to say their 
final good-byes to the 8-year administration of President 
William Jefferson Clinton . The campaigns of both Texas 
Governor George W. Bush and Vice President Al Gore 
caught the attention of many students and \ as a result , they 
went in large numbers to cast their votes on November 7 , 
2000. Whether voting by absentee ballot or in person , 
students made sure that their voices and opinions would be 
heard. 

Tonjala Eaton , a sophomore international business and 
Spanish major from Birmingham, Ala., said, “I took much 
pride in this voting experience because it was my first one. 

The percentage of African-American voters was pretty low 
before this election, but rose dramatically this year. This led 
me to believe that we really do have voting power in the 
African-American community, and that our votes do make a 
difference. ” 

Many students, however, didn 't get the opportunity to 
vote. Catrina Burgess, a freshperson biology major from 
Milwaukee, Wis., said, “I didn’t get to vote because I waited 

too late to try and register. The fact that I didn ’t vote motivates me to vote 
in every upcoming local and presidential election. ” 

For many international students, Election Day 2000 was their first 
chance to see the American democratic process in action. 

Dwayne Harris, a freshperson from St. Catherine, Jamaica, said that 
what he saw during this election did not motivate him to vote in upcoming 
elections in his own country. “Witnessing this election doesn’t motivate me 
to vote because I feel that I will not benefit from anything that our elected 
officials at home do. ” 

Annielia Kissoon, a sophomore business management major who was 
bom in Trinidad, offers a different opinion. “I couldn ’t vote in this 
presidential election because I am not an American citizen. I am really 
active in Trinidadian elections, and 1 urge all Americans over the age of 18 
to exercise their right to vote, ” she said. 

Students also watched a major historical event take place. Due to 
voting discrepancies in the state of Florida, ballots had to be recounted. 
Because of this, the election process lasted for weeks. 

“So far, the outcome of this election has been ridiculous. First, Bush 
held the majority of the votes in Florida, then Gore. Later, after the 
recount, Florida was given to Bush, which gave him the presidency. 
Although the government doesn ’t feel that there was a conspiracy among 
the Bush/Cheney campaign members, I believe that there was, ” Eaton said. 
“It is way too much of a coincidence that Bush’s brother, Jeb Bush, is 
governor of the same state that the candidates have fought over since 
Election Day. This is a catastrophe for our country, and I hope that this 
will be avoided in the future. ”

HISTORY 

Dillard University is a private, undergraduate liberal arts 
universtiy whose history dates back to 1869. It was then that the 
American Missonary Association of the Congregational Church 
founded Union Normal School (later renamed New Orleans Uni- 
versity). The Freedmen's Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church founded Straight University (later renamed Straight Col- 
lege). The merger of these two institutions of lerning on June 6, 
1930 gave birth to Dillard University, "a university dedicated to 
making no distinctions as to race, religion or sex in the admission 
of its students or in selection of its faculty." 

James Hardy Dillard a white philanthropist and educator - 

— gave the school its motto Ex Fide Fortis: From Confidence, 
Courage. The school was, in turn, named after him. The establish- 
ment of the school's Nursing program in 1942 led to the way for the 
establishment of many other excellent programs, including the 
Jpanese Studies program and the National Center for Black- 
Jewish Relations, In 1993, the Samuel Dubois Cook Fine rts and 
Communications Center opened housing the latest in broadcast- 
ing, music and theatre facilities. Recent renovations include the 
revitalization of Albert W. Dent Hall, Kabacof f Plaza, and Fannie 
C. Williams Hall, a female dormitory. These renovations, along 
with future projects, keep Dillard University among the most 
vital and beautiful campuses in the state.
